LONDON, March 12.—For the past six months the rest 
of the world has been watching with helplessness and 
between China 


bewilderment the outbreak of open warfare 
and Japan. 


Perplexity was natural for both these 
countries were signatories of the Covenant 
of the League of Nations, which pledges 
them not to resort to war, but to settle all 
disputes by pacific means; both signed the 
Kellogg Pact renouncing war as an instru- 
ment of policy. 

So at first the onlookers tried to pretend 
there wasn’t a war-—there couldn't be in the 
face of all these solemn pledges. It was no 
more than police action of a rather drastic 
kind by Japanese forces to protect menaced 
Japanese interests in a disordered corner of 
disordered China. 

So long as the struggle was confined to 
Manchuria, Japan had certain rather dis- 
putable rights and that pretense could be 
maintained with great comfort to the con- 
sciences of the other signatory powers. But 
when the scene of action shifted at the end 
of February to Shanghai, a great world port which is the 
commercial heart of China, the soothing sham was torn to 
tatters.
